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THE BEST ADULT 


SORCERY was afoot on the airwaves last 
night, it seemed, as THE LAST AZTEC (C4) 
worked an unexpected spell on its audience. 

Prize-winning novelist D.B.C. Pierre grew 
up in Mexico City, fascinated by the Aztec 
Emperor Moctezuma and his defeat at the 
hands of Spanish Conquistador Hernan 
Cortes. For Mr Pierre - or Peter Warren 
Finlay as he's really called - the world's indif- 
ference to this story is an injustice. 

*People bang on about Egypt, Rome and 
Greece," he ranted in his opening remarks, 
*which is OK, you know, I mean, we got a few 
things out of that, but it amazes me that this 
hasn't been the most studied civilisation in 
the history of man." 

After this shambling, mock-stupid introduc- 
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tion, we could have been forgiven for switch- 
ing off right away. But within minutes the 
presenter had hooked us, dazzling us with a 
journey into the dark heart of Mexico. 

It veered uncertainly between being the 
road-trip of an Aztec enthusiast, and a histo- 
ry lesson, but we were drawn into a tale that 
justified the passion of its presenter. 


Greed 

When Cortes landed in Mexico in 1519, the 
sophisticated Aztecs were flung into confu- 
sion, since they believed him to be an ancient 
god, his return announced by comets, earth- 
quakes and prophecies. An elaborate politi- 
cal ballet took place between Cortes, advanc- 
ing with his armies towards the capital, and 


the all-powerful Moctezuma uncertain 
whether he was dealing with a spirit or a 
man. The stunned Spaniards were at treated 
as honoured guests in a city so beautiful they 
thought they were dreaming, but it wasn't 
long before their greed for gold led them to 
turn on their hosts. Within a short time, this 
complex society had been destroyed. 

There were moments when this mammoth 
documentary became tiresome - especially 
when D.B.C. kept pretending to be Cortes in a 
Spanish accent.

These shock figures are the result 
of tests carried out by independent 
garages on behalf of car care com- 
pany, Comma. 

A whacking 29% of brake systems 
were so poor drivers were unwitting- 
ly risking their lives every day. 


The firm checked the quality of 
the brake fluid - the liquid which 
allows the braking system to work – 
of nearly 700 vehicles, many of them 
family cars, across the country. 

Over a period of time brake fluid 
absorbs water from the atmosphere, 
which reduces its effectiveness by 
lowering its boiling point. 

Brake fluid testing experts, Alba 
Diagnostics, recommend replacing 
defective fluid when it begins to boil 
at 200 degrees Celsius. 

Anything below 180C is potentially 
lethal but, shockingly some of the 
cars tested by Comma were as low as 
100C - the boiling point of water. 

At one testing station an amazing 
70% of vehicles were defective, with 
44% of those unroadworthy. 

The problem has been labelled the 
"silent killer" by experts, given its 
phantom characteristics of sudden, 
unexpected brake failure. 

Comma spokesman Mike Bewsey

said: “One minute your brakes are 
working, the next they aren’t. 

“Once your brake fluid is contami- 
nated, there is a much greater risk 
that it will boil. This can happen 
under stop-start conditions, heavy 
braking or towing. There is no warn- 
ing, and once the brake fluid has 
cooled down again braking function 
appears normal.” 

Poor brake fluid could be respon- 
sible for thousands of serious acci- 
dents every year, warn Comma. 

Bewsey adds: “There is a real lack 
of knowledge among drivers of the 
importance of brake fluid, and how 
it works. 

“Brake fluid is a safety critical 
item and it’s important that this is 
recognised and its boiling point test- 
ed on a regular basis.”

for police to pinpoint, because if the 
brakes are tested mechanically after 
an accident, when the fluid has 
cooled down, braking functions will 
appear normal. 

Only by testing the boiling point 
can the real cause be identified. 

The situation has been looked at by 
the Collision Investigation Unit at 
the Metropolitan Police.

Acting Chief Inspector Mick 
Turner said: *We see too many vic- 
tims of road accidents every year 
who have suffered a crash simply as 
a result of not maintaining their car 
properly. 

"Drivers must make sure their car 
is safe, and that includes things that 
they might not normally think to 
check, such as brake fluid."
